Venezuela's Maduro 
threatens arrests 
over prices 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuelan President Nicolas 
Maduro vowed Friday to ar¬ 
rest shopkeepers who defy 
government price controls, 
the latest salvo in a populist 
"economic war" ahead of key 
municipal elections. 

Maduro delivered the 
warning in a nationally tele¬ 
vised address that laid the 
ground far tougher enforce¬ 
ment of a three -week-old 
crackdown on actions seen as 
fueling Venezuela's soaring 
inflation. 

He urged authorities who 
find retail prices that have been 
raised "to act with all the sever¬ 
ity o f the 1 aw and, b ecause they 
are crimes in flagrante, ta pro¬ 
ceed immediately to detain 
those responsible." 

Using new powers to rule 
by decree, the socialist leader 
also ordered lower rents far 
commercial spaces and 
barred property' owners from 
asking for payments m for¬ 
eign currency. 

'We are going all out. We 


are taking measures with 
even more authority," he said. 

The latest declarations 
came with Maduro facing a 
key test of political strength 
on December 3, when munic¬ 
ipal elections will take place 
m the midst of a burgeoning 
economic crisis. 

It will be the first elections 
since Maduro succeeded his po¬ 
litical mentor, late leads - Hugo 
Chavez, m April elections 
whose tight results the opposi¬ 
tion has refused to recognize. 

Inflation is running at 54 
percent a year, shortages of 
basic goads are widespread 
despite the country's oil 
wealth and a hard currency 
crunch wreaking havoc on 
the imp art - dep end ent d ome s - 
tic economy. 

E aril er tin s month, 
Maduro bred what he called 
Ins first salvo in an "eco¬ 
nomic war against the bour¬ 
geoisie and imperialism/ the 
latter a reference to the 
United States or US interests.

He ordered home appliance 
stares ta slash prices and de¬ 
ployed National Guard troops 
to enforce the measure. 

This unleashed a tumul¬ 
tuous early start to the Christ¬ 
mas shopping season with 
Venezuelans mobbing con¬ 
sumer electronic stores for 
windfall bargains. 

The National Assembly 
then granted Maduro special 
decree-making powers, 

which he immediately used 
to impose price controls and 
cap profit margins at 30 per¬ 
cent 

Maduro was scheduled to 
hold a working meeting later 
Friday at the presidential Mi- 
raflores Palace that was ex- 
p ected to produce his next set 
of economic initiatives. 

The federation of com¬ 
merce chambers Fedecama¬ 
ras, which represents private 
business and is frequently at 
o dds with Maduro, urged him 
to stimulate production by 
guaranteeing respect for pri¬ 
vate property and access to 
hard currency. 

Critics have blamed the 
government's strict currency 
controls far exacerbating 
Venezuela's price distortion 
and fueling a black market 


for dollars. 

Fedecamaras president 
Jorge R.aig said more than 
200,000 businesses have had 
to shut their do ors in tlie past 
decade. 

He complained that only 
two p er cent a f comp am es are 
receiving dollars at a prefer¬ 
ential official rate of 6.3 boli¬ 
vars to the US currency, 
though the government in¬ 
sists that greenbacks are 
being distributed to busi¬ 
nesses. 

"We need measures that 
are not improvised which en¬ 
courage production in 
Venezuela, which don't think 
only in the short-term," Roig 
said Thursday.

Mozambique passenger plane 
carrying 34 missing: airline 


MAPUTO (AFP) - A 
Mozambican Airlines air¬ 
plane carrying 2S passengers 
and six crewmembers went 
missing en route from 
Mozambique to Angola on 
Friday, the airline said 

Flight TM47D took off 
from Maputo at OSH26 GMT 
and had been due to land in 
the Angolan capital Luanda 
at 13H10 GMT, but never ar¬ 
rived, the airline said in a 
statement 

"Initial information sug¬ 
gests it mi gilt have landed in 
Rundu, in northern Namibia 
near the border with 
Botswana and Angola." 

"LAM airlines, aeronauti¬ 
cal and airport authorities are 
trying Id establish contact to 
confirm the information," it 
added 

C a nip any sp o kesm an 

Narberto Mucopa could not 
confirm the nationalities of 
the people on board the 
Brazilian-made Embraer 190 
or if they included govern¬ 
ment officials.

During their visit, the 
Obamas thanked the activists 


for their "sacrifice and dedi¬ 
cation" according to a White 
House official. 

"The president told them 
that it is not a question of 
whether immigration reform 
will pass, but how soon," the 
official said. 

Since November 12, the 
immigrant rights activists, 
who have set up a tent a 
stone's throw r from the US 
Capitol building, have been 
on hunger strike, urging the 
House of Representatives to 
vote for an immigration re¬ 
form measure already ap¬ 
proved by the Senate. 

The official said that the 
president told the activists 
"that the only tiling standing in 
the way is politics, and it is the 
commitment to change, from 
advocates like these brave 
fasters, that will help pressure 
the House to finally act." 

The reform, which would 
bring one of Obama's major 
2G0S and 2012 presidential 


campaign promises to 
fruition, was adapted by the 
Senate, dominated by 
Obama’s Democratic allies, 
on June 27. 

The Senate plan, crafted 
and approved with Republi¬ 
can support would give some

It would also strengthen 
the border with Mexico and 
reorganize the visa system to 
give priority to high-demand 
fields, including engineers 
and farm workers.

LONDON (AFP) - Two men 
accused of the gruesome mur¬ 
der of a British soldier tried to 
hack off his head in broad day¬ 
light on a London sheet to 
avenge tire deaths of Muslims 
abroad, their trial heard Friday. 

Michael Adebolajo, 28, and 
Michael Adebowale, 22, are 
accused af murdering 25-year- 
old Lee Rigby in May as he 
walked to his barracks in 
Woolwich, soutli London. 

The two defendants, both 
Britons of Nigerian descent, 
deny the murder charge in the 
trial at London's Old Bailey 
court 


Rigby's relatives walked out 
of die courtroom m tears as the 
jury heard harrowing evidence 
including a video of Adebolaj o, 
with biood-stained hands, say¬ 
ing they killed him "because 
Muslims are dying daily by 
British soldiers". 

Prosecutor Richard Whitt am 
said the pair had run Rigby 
over with a car, knocking him 
unconscious, before attacking 
him with knives and a meat 
cleaver in a "cowardly and cal¬ 
lous murder" 

They dragged lus body into 
the middle of the road because 


"they wanted members of the 
public to see the consequence 
of what can only be described 
as their barbarous acts", he 
said 

"They both attacked the mo¬ 
tionless body of Lee Rigby," 
Whitt am told the jury of eight 
women and four men 

"He was repeatedly stabbed 
and it appears it was Michael 
Adebolajo, the first defendant, 
who made a sen ous and alma st 
successful attempt to decapi¬ 
tate Lee Rigby with multiple 
blow r s to Ins neck made with 
die meat cleaver. 


"At the same time... Michael 
A deb o wale was using a knife 
to stab and cut at Lee Rigby's 
body/ 

One witness, Whitt am said, 
c omp are d Adeb ala) o J s acti ons 
to "a butcher attacking a joint 
of meat". 

Jurors were also saw a video 
recorded on a mobile phone 
showing Adebolajo describing 
the attack as "an eye for an 
eye". 

"The only reason we've 
killed tins man today is be¬ 
cause Muslims are dying daily 
by British soldiers," he says to 


tlie camera. 

When the police arrived, 
Adebolajo ran at a police car 
waving die meat cleaver and 
was shot by officers, the pros¬ 
ecutor said. 

Adehowale charged at police 
with a gun, and was also shot 

The court was shown L’CTV 
footage of Adebolajo buying a 
block of kitchen knives and a 
knife sharpener the day before 
the attack

Indian toddler with swollen 
head undergoes more surgery 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - Doctors conducted reconstructive 
surgery Friday on a two^ear-old Indian girl to correct a 
rare disorder that caused her head to balloon to twice 
its normal size, a neurosurgeon said. Roona Begum, 
whose plight attracted international sympathy, under¬ 
went several rounds of surgery in May and June when 
doctors drained excess fluid from her head and dramat¬ 
ically reduced the size of her skull. But she returned to 
the same hospital near New Delhi earlier this month for 
what doctors hope wilt be a final round of surgery which 
will see some of the bone removed from her skull which 
will then be rebuilt. Roona, who lives with her impover¬ 
ished parents in a village in India's remote northeast, 
was born with hydrocephalus, a potentially fatal condi¬ 
tion that causes cerebrospinal fluid to build up on the 
brain. 


Number of adolescents with HIV 
jumps by one-third: UN 


GENEVA (AFP) - The number 
of adolescents infected by the 
HIV virus has jumped by one 
third over the past decade, the 
UN's health agency said Mon¬ 
day, blammg gaps in care pro¬ 
grammes. 

"More than 2 million ado¬ 
lescents between die ages of 10 
and 19 years, are living with 
HIV 11 marking a 33 percent 
rise since 2D01, the World 
Health Organization said. 

"Many do not receive the 
care and support that they need 
to stay m good health and pre¬ 
vent transmission. In addition, 
millions more adolescents are 
at n sk o f infe cti on, “ it warned. 

In the world's most AIDS- 
affected region, sub-Saharan 
Africa, tire majority of adoles¬ 
cents with the virus are girls 
who have had unprotected sex, 
sometimes under duress. 

In addition, many of those 
b om with the virus or infected 
at birth in sub-Saharan Africa 
are becoming adolescents 

In Asia, meanwhile, young 
drug-users were the worst, af¬ 
fected 


ABU DHABI (AFP) - Two 
new cases of the potentially 
deadly MERS respiratory 
virus, including a heavily preg¬ 
nant woman, have been re¬ 
ported m the United Arab 
Emirates, media Friday cited 
health authorities as saying. 

A 33-year-old Jordanian res¬ 
ident was hospitalised with 
breathing problems and diag¬ 
nosed to be a earner of MERS, 
the Middle East Respiratory 
Syndrome Coronavnus. 

His wife, who is eight, months 
pregnant, was also hospitalised 
after being diagnosed as suffer¬ 
ing from tire disease, health au¬ 
thorities m Abu Dhabi said. 

In July, the authorities re¬ 
ported that there had been 
seven MERS cases in the oil- 


The WHO said that the fail¬ 
ure to provide proper adoles¬ 
cent-focussed programmes had 
also resulted in a 50-percent 
increase in reported AIDS-re¬ 
lated deaths in the age group 
from 2005 to 2012 

In 2005, 70,000 adolescents 
died of AIDS. Seven years 
later, the figure was 104,000 
That contrasted starkly with 
the 30-percent decline in the 
general population, tire WHO 
underlined 

The year 2005 marked the 
high point of global AIDS 
deaths, which hit 2.3 million. 
Last year, the toil was 1 6 mil¬ 
lion. 

"Adolescent girls, young 
men who have sex with men, 
those who inject drugs or are 
subject to sexual coercion and 
abuse are at highest risk," said 
Craig McClure, head of HIV 
programmes at UN children's 
agency UNICEF, 

"They face many barriers, 
including harsh laws, inequal¬ 
ities, stigma and discrimina¬ 
tion which prevent them from 
accessing services that could 


rich Gulf federation in which 
foreign residents comprise SO 
p ercent o f the population. 

Tire World Health Organisa¬ 
tion says it has been informed 
of ldD lab oratory-confirmed 
cases of infection worldwide 
since September last year, in¬ 
cluding 63 deaths.

"Adolescents face difficult 
and often confusing emotional 
and social pressures as they 
grow from children into 
adults," said Gottfried Him- 
schall, head of the WHO's 
HIV/AIDS Department 

"Adolescents need health 
services and support, tailored 
to their needs. They are less 
likely than adults to be tested 
for HIV and often need more 
support than adults to help 
them maintain care and to stick 
to treatment," he added. 

Among tiie measures 
needed, the WHO said, is an 
end to the requirement for 
parental permission to have an 
HIV test. 

In sub-Saharan Africa it is 
estimated that m the 15-24 age 
bracket only 10 percent of 
young men and 15 percent of 
young women know their HIV 
status 

In other regions, although 
data are scarce, access to HIV 
testing and counselling by vul ¬ 
nerable adolescents is consis¬ 
tently reported as being very 
low, the WHO sad.

S 6bP me anwhil e upped 
Cyprus' long-term rating to a 
B- and improved Spain's BBB- 
ratmg from a negative outlook 
to stable. 

"The downgrade reflects our 
opinion that the Netherlands' 
growth prospects are now 
weaker than we had previously 
anticipated," St&P wrote in a 
statement 

The "real GDP (gross do¬ 
mestic product) per capita 
trend growth rate is persist¬ 
ently lower tli an that of peers 
in similarly high levels of eco- 
n omi c d evei o pment" 

The long-term outlook for 
the Netherlands, the euro¬ 
zone's fifth-largest economy, 
was stable. 

Hie world's two other major 
ratings agencies, Fitch and 
Moody's have so far main¬ 
tained the lowland country's 
rating at AAA 

Earlier tins month the Dutch 
central statistics office (CBS) 
said the economy slowly 
moved out of recession in the 
third quarter with growth of 
0.1 percent 

However, year-on-year the 
Dutch economy shrank by 0.6 
percent, the CBS added. 

Explaining the downgrade, 
StfcP specifically pointed to a 
drop m consumer spending, 
dampened by high household 
debt levels and felling property 
prices 

Quoting Dutch Central 
Bank (DNB) figures, SAP said 


tli at 16.0 percent of all Dutch

"Generally, reduced govern¬ 
ment spending has weighed on 
growth," StfrP said 

Euro group finance chief and 
Dutch Finance Minister Jeroen 
Dijsselbloem said he did not 
expect the downgrade to have 
an effect on interest the 
Netherlands paid on its debts 
"Of course we are disap¬ 
pointed tli at there has been a 
do wngrad e," Dij sselblo em tol d 
the ANPnews agency 

But he did not "expect it to 


have a substantial effect on in¬ 
terest. 

"You can see it has already 
been anticipated in the market. 
The Netherlands remains one 
of the mo st creditworthy coun¬ 
tries m the world," Dijssd- 
bloein said. 

On the secondary markets 
following the rating change, 
Hie borrowing rate on Nether¬ 
lands sovereign debt was only 
slightly higher to 3 043 per¬ 
cent, from 3 027 percent late 
Thursday 

Rene De fosses, an analyst at 
the Paris-based Natixis bank 
said StfePhas "validated what 
investors have already noted 
and integrated for a while " 

"Investors are now much 
more reserved when it comes 
to the advice by ratings agen¬ 
cies, because they have their 
own means of risk analysis," 
he said.

Football: 
FIFA calls 
for anti- 
doping 
overhaul 

ZURICH (AFP) - Football 
world governing body FIFA 
called Friday for an overhaul 
m tiie approach to the fight 
against doping in sport 

Just two weeks after the 
World Anti-Doping Agency's 
(WADA) conference m Johan¬ 
nesburg, FIFA held their awn 
conference at the organisa¬ 
tion's headquarters m Zurich 

And their conclusion was 
that the approach to anti-dop¬ 
ing should be based on risk 
within individual sports rather 
than conformity across all 
sports 

“The management of risks 
should be based on the evalua¬ 
tion of nsks," said FIFA's chief 
medical officer Jin Dvorak, 
who claimed there was a huge 
difference between team sports 
and individual sports when it 
comes to doping. 

That idea is backed up by 
WADA‘s statistics. 

Of 274,000 dope tests in 
2011 1.2 percent gave abnor¬ 
mal results with 0 42 percent 
testing positive for anabolic 
steroids. 

In 230,000 tests conducted 
in football from 200S to 2013, 
the level of positive tests far 
such steroids was just Q .04 per¬ 
cent.. 

According to Dvorak, the 
fight against, doping in football 
is not cost effective. 

“In football we have to 
spend |2 5 million (1 34m 
euros) to catch one case of an¬ 
abolic steroids, in sport in gen¬ 
eral, it's $250,000. 


REAVER CREEK (AFP) - 
Switzerland's Lara Gut won 
the first downhill of the 
women's alpine World Cup 
season on Friday on the new 
Raptor course built for the 
2015 World Championships. 

Gut continued a strong start 
to a season that will be high¬ 
lighted by the 2014 Olympics 
m Sochi, Russia, notching her 
second victory in three races 
after her giant slalom triumph 
in So el den, Austria, last 
month. 

The 22-year-old, who is 
aiming for Olympic glory in 
Febni ary after she missed the 
2010 Vail co uv er Winter 
Games recovering from a hip 
injury, clocked lmin4I 2bsec 
to beat Liechtenstein's Tina 
Weirather by 47-hundredths o f 
a second.

Mundine eyes Mayweather 
after beating Mosley 




SYDNEY (AEP) - Farmer Aus¬ 
tralian rugby league star turned 
h oxer Anthony Mundine is eye¬ 
ing a bout with Floyd May- 
weather as the ultimate prize 
after beating superstar "Sugar 1 ' 
Shane Mosley 

Mundine emerged the win¬ 
ner at Sydney's All phones 
Arena on Wednesday evening 
against the veteran American 
fighter when Mosley retired 
after the sixth round with se¬ 
vere back spasms 

It was the biggest scalp of 
Mundine's career, earning him 
the vacant WBA International 
super welterweight title on a 
technical knockout and the 
p ceil ess Mayweather, with an 
unbeaten 45-0 record, is now 
inhis si gilts 

While the win should im¬ 


prove his chances of a crack at 
Mayweather, Mundine said he 
was prepared to face the likes 
of former champions and May¬ 
weather victims, Miguel Cotto 
and Saul Alvarez, on lus way 
to die lucrative fight he is after. 

"I just want the best I don't 
care, Mundine, 33* told Aus¬ 
tralian Associated Press. 

"Obviously I want Floyd, 
he's the best of the best. But 
that's not going to happen next. 

"You've gat to da your time 
and beat Hie right fighters. 
There's Cotto out there, there's 
Alvarez. They are the type of 
calibre of fighters. I want to 
fight." 

Mayweather beat Mexico's 
Alvarez in September to claim 
die unified sup er welterweight 
championship m Las Veges in 


what was the richest fight in 
boxing history with nearly 
US$150 million m pay-per- 
view revenues. 

An honest Mosley, who has 
won five world titles m three 
weight classes and announced 
Ins retirement after losing to 
Alverez last year only to 
change Ins mind, admitted 
Mundine was allead when he 
decided to call it quits. 

Mundine paid tribute to ins 
opponent as one of the all- 
time greats. 

"My he ail. goes out to 
Shane, I know he's a winner,“ 
said the Australian of the 42- 
year-old, whose future is now 
unclear 

"He's not one to pull out for 
nothing He's one of the great¬ 
est fighters to have ever lived. -
